Selzure of the Propellor Akron==$16,100

From the St. Catharines Joarsal.

Carty'a wharves, the first three milos west of 
Prescott, and the other one mile and » half 
In April Inst. the proprietors of the Akron 
gave © bond of $10,000 not to violate the 
Havigation laws, by receiving either passen- 
gers or freight at any of the above wharves, 
At both of which ths bopt was to be allowed 
toeall for woos. ‘The evidence, we are in- 
formed, is very conclusive that the law was 
Yielatel on almost every trip, and that on 
tach trip through the canal, false reporta were 
made.

ANCIENT FOOT-PRINTS. 


‘The Taftalo Courier has the following:—

the Society of Natural Sciences in this city 
two of the most remarkable discoveries re- 
corded in the annals of science!

‘cast of such an imprint. It was discover- 
ed by & workman, in a colliery, in Western 
Pennsylvania, in the ehale overlying arun of 
coal and underlying two otber veins which 
were being worked by the company. The 
‘spot where it was found was nearly a mile 
from the pit’s mouth, and some three red 
feet from the surface. The rock in which 
it was embedded bel to the paleozoic 
‘age, and the imprint, if such it be, was made 
millions of years before the present geologi- 
cal era commenced. It is the cast of the 
left foot of = man of ordinary size, and is 
perfectly defined. ‘The foot was evidently

‘Mr, Cowles bas sent similar specimens to 
the professors of Yale and other colleges, 
and we look with interest for the theories of 
these high authorities respecting the nature 
‘and character of the traces, by what formed, 
‘and the condition of the earth at the date of 
their formation. If the theories of the-dis- 
coveties be correct, the result will be to en- 
Uirely overthrow the present received geo- 
logical system, and to further complicate 
that terrible question, the effort to solve 
which has caused learned men so many soul- 
disturbing doubts and fears, and which 
brought Hugh Miller to so tragical an end— 
that fs, whether the geological and scriptural 
records of the world’s creation are reconcil- 
able?

society by John Magee, now in Europe. 
aivise all who take an interest in_geology to 
inspect for themeelves these curious speci 
imens, which affect that science so moten- 
tuously.

The young 
Marquis who died the other day was the 
of this Governor-General. 
“Another branch has curiously revived.

A SCHOONER WRECKED. 





Gallant Resene of Seven Men by Two 
Fishermens=Aarrow Escape from 
Drowning: 

From the Leader, December 7. 

‘The gale on the Lake on Friday night was 
attended with disaster to poor mariners w! 
‘were out on that dreadful night, A schooner 
named tho Jane dnn Marsh, laden with cori 

ood from the Bay of Quinte, ran aground 

‘upon the ialand west of the gap, whilst trying 

to reach the port. In consequence of the 

darkness of the nightand the drifting snow, 

was ible for the captain or crew ‘to 
distinguish the lights, and whilst in a state of | 
great uncertainty as to the position of the 

Schooner, she grounded on « sandbar, about 

‘two hundred (cet from shore, but it was found 

‘next to impossible to launch a beat, owing to 

the breakers which were dashing over and into 

the ill-fated vessel. It was then about seven 
oclock in the evening, and the crew after ex- 
hhausting thelr strength In fruitless efforts to 
attract attention, by calling for assistance, bad

{all of water, in preference to freesing todeath 
in the rigging. The captain, however, and 
‘one man, resolved to remait in the rigging all 
‘hight in hopes of attracting attention early in 
the moraing, rightly jaaing that in cage they 
feturned with their companions to the cabia 
they wotld be eo bentumbed with cold that they 
might te vnable to take means to place 
thenaelves in such a position that they could 
bbe readily seen from shore 
toa the peor fellows Lad to spend the night. 
Fortuately for the shipwrecked  satlors 
their dangerods position wae discovered lit. 
tle after acven o'clock on Saturday morning 
by Me. David Ward, an old fisherman resid 
fag om tho. island ! and. with all possible 
sped be to bls house, nod secur- 
ig the seaistance of his roa William, and 
Revert Berry, the well-krown coloured oart- 
man. They then launched a boat onthe bay 
aud young Ward and Berry started off as fast 
its possible ill they azrived opposite to where 
the cbooner was lying. They then went 
fachore and dragged their Loat across th 
{sland, aud with great dificulty succeeded 1m 
launching their craft in the lake. After pro- 
eroding forty oF ity yards, however, in the 
Girection of the schooner their boat was 
fwamped by a breaker that dashed over it, 
‘The two gallant men clung to the boat, and 
succeeded ia rightiog” ber, and managed to 
make another more successful attempt 
the lives ot the famisbing sailors. Upon 
feaching the schooner they took two ot the 
faen off and coayeyed them to the thore, 
Ward and Berry returned to the achconer and 
rescued thres others, There now remained 
two mien on the wreck, and aa their position 
was every wowent becoming more critical 
the greatest efforts were meade by Wacd and 
Berry to save them; but, unfortunately, when 
makiog auother effort ‘the boat wat again 
swamped, and it was with the greatest difi— 
culty thai the beave fellows saved their lives 
Uetting the Loat again righted, however, the 
fallant fellows, wothing daanted, made 
farther effort to reach the vessel, and finally 
‘meceeded in doing x0, and in carrying off the 
ther two men. ‘The poor fellows were al- 
‘nat exhausted from exosure, their clothes 
‘cing frogen to thelr bodies, | ‘They were con- 
veyeu to the nsidence of Mr. David Ward, 
acd kindly cared for uatil the afternoon, 
when they were brought to the city. ‘The 
fehoouer ian total wreck, and the cord wood 
‘of courte was washed away. A cosidetable 
uantity of it was cast asbore on the island. 
bere was no insurance on either the vessel 
or cargo, Too much praise cannot be be- 
towed upon the two gallant fishermen who 
‘were the means at the risk of their own lives, 
Of rescuing these seven shipwrecked mariners 
om a watery grave; and itis to be hoped 
that a substantial mark of dhe appreciation of 
theie herole ednduct by the public. will be 
siven'them.

UNITED STATES PINANCES. 


According to the report of the Secretary of 
the Treasury the public debt of the United 
States had beeu fucreased $35,625,102.84 from 
November 7th, 1861, to November 
Of the legal tender acts, he 
ownlanguage : “ These acts have tended to 
blunt and deaden the public confidence, and 
‘are chargeable in no small degree with the 
demoralization which so generally prevails 
‘Tho United States notes he declares to be “a | 
dishonoured and disreputible currency,”” He | 
recommends thatatter the 1st ot January, 1870, | 
United States notes shall cease to be & legal | 
tender in payment of all private debts subse~ 
quently contracted, and that after the first of 
Jannary, 1871, they sball cease to be w lege; | 
tender for any purpose whatever, except for 
‘the Government dues for which they are now 
receivable. He recommends a reduction of | 
the tarif, and the facrease of the internal | 
revenue, He recommends the funding of the | 
public debt, which, he says, when all funded 
at 5 per cent, would lavolve an annval inter- 
‘eat of $25,000,000. If this statement is cor- 
rect the debt ofthe United States, to say 
nothing ofthe debts of reveral States, which 
{s protably asmuch more, isat present $2,500,- 
000,000.

‘Tavern and Shop Licenses=-A New Bilt 
IntroducedewA Summary oflts Pro 
visions. 

‘From the Toroate Tetegrap. 

A new Bill respecting tavern and shop 
Licenses has been introduced by the Hon. E. 
B. Wood, and as the matter is ono of impor- 
tance to the community, we give below « 
summary of the provisions of the measure,

THE BATTLE OF CHATEAUGUAY. 


The following ia translation of an account 
of this baule by an “repent published 
in the Montreal Minerve the 55th anol 
Yersary :— 

“The Ameriean army, stationed at Four 
Corners,under General Hampton,after having 
‘engaget the attention of our troops for #0 
Jong a time, began at length to draw near the 
froouier on the Zlxt Oct, The sume 
4.p.m, their advance guani drove in our 
picket, stationed at Piper's Road, to withio 
50 miles of Chatenuguay. As#o00 as Major 
‘the Beauharncis Militia, command- 
inh Raver, bad received notice of 

‘approach, he informed Major- 
General DeWatterville, and immediately 
tuvanced Captains Leveeque and, Debartch 
with the flank companies of the five battalions: 
Of incorporated militia and about, two bun- 
dred men from the Beauharnois divi 
This force advanced eix miles that night, 
and halted at the entrance of a wood, 
through which it was not prudent to pare 
Karly next morning they were joined by 
Liews-Colouel DeSalaberfy, with ie Vol 
tigeure, Atthe sight of the Catadiau ree 

rent under Capt. Ferguson, LiewtCol. 

Salaberry marched up nearly three miles 
‘on the left bank of the river, ‘and a patrol of 
\e euemy having showed iteelf at some 
tance, he haled bis little foree. The 
jeut.-Colonel having had'the advantage of 
reconnoiterivg the country above Chateau- 
guay during an expedition he had made 
weveral weeks ious on the American 
frontier, knew that the banks of the river 
could not farnish a better positon. ‘The 
‘woud Leing filled with deep ravines, upou 
which Le established four lines of defence, 
ove inrear of the other. The first three 
lines were at distances of two hundred paces 
apart, the fourth was nearly half a mile 
bebind, and on the right bauk of the river 
commanded on the leit side a tord, which 
it was very important to guard, They threw 
up onseach of these lines a species of breast- 
work, which extended to some distance 19 
the wood, to cover his right. The breast- 
‘work on the first line formed an oliuse angle 
to the right of the road and ran along 
course of theditch. The firetday was passed 
ia strengthening their position, which was not 
inferior to any that could bave been chosen. 
It had also the advantage of forcing the 
‘enemy, it he was disposed to attack, to crop 
‘great space of unsettled country, and to 
remove himelt from hia resurcey, while 
fon the contrary, our troops had all they 
wiehed for, and were well supported in the 
rear. The rght branck of the river was 
covered with a thick wood; abd care was 
taken to place a guard at the ford, and a 
pi¢ket of sixty men of the Beaubarnois militia 
‘was posted in front of the other. 

‘The Lieutenant Colonel did not confine his 
attention to the above works. In order to 
secure his position still further, be ordered « 
party of Uurty men ot the Beauharnois m 
| lia to go in front of the fret line, to destroy 
the bridges and make an abbatis, Conse- 
quently all the bridges’ w: the space o 
four miles-anil a halt were destroyed, and he 
| made a formidable abbatis in front of the Sret 
line, which ran from the baok of the river 
for three-or fir acres into the wood, where 
it joined his right, which rested on an im- 
passable swamp. |The four lines were theo 
completely covered. It was well known the 
‘enemy had a dozen guns, aod that it was im- 
possible for him to bring’ them up. It was 
the atrength ot the position eaosen, joined to 
the heroism of our little army,-that obtained 
for usa brilliant vietory.

A convention was recently held at Yale, 
British Columbia, to consider the subject of 
Confedsration and theterms upon wibch the 
colony should be admitted into the union, 
Alter declaring that the limits of British Col- 
umbia’on and aflec Confederation shall be 
the samo as at predent, the resolutions adopted 
by the convention proceed.

Our people may well be 
‘congratulated on the spirit of law and order 
whick prevails amongst them; and we only 
ope that in spite of delays which cannot 
wow te prevented, the patieot public 
mill have 10 occasion to love its faith in the 
Ability of the judicial tribunals of the country, 
{to panieh every crimminalwhose crite has fairly 
been brought to isis door, The “ Vigilance 
Committee,” with its concomitant of lynch ~ 
law, is a burning disgrace to the United 
States, of which every American ought to 
feel ashamed, and which the Government of 
their couatzy should endeavour to put down 
‘at once and forever with a firm hand. 

















‘Tusnx is, or there onght to be, a limit to 
the liberties of journalism, which good man- 
ners, independently of law, should define. It 
might, as aa’ iostance, be held as a sale rule 
that the language which one gentieman e2uld 
not apply to another in respectable society, 
‘would be wofitting to be applied in auy direct 
cf personal cease by a newspaper writer.

‘aod ifthey shoull arrogate to themselves 
the right of becoming the censora of the 
private conduct of individuals, it 
clear that the “sanctity'Tof private life’ 
would beovme a meaningless phrase, Again, 
the journalist who attacks a private indivi- 
dual does s contrary to every principle of the 
exle of hovour, becau-e he does it—not only 
his ows weapons, bai—mith a weapon 
whic his adversary has not, properly speak 
jog, at his command. The private individual 
may write a letter, and beg its inaertion ; but 
the man who wcculentally has « peoprietary, 
oF pervonal, qoatrol, over the columns of a 
newspaper, har immensely the advantage 
is antagonist in that hia editorial ful 
munations may be isued at pleasure, and 
even without the privilege of rejoinder. 
OF course when individual miscoailact 
becomes the subject ot judicial enquiry, 
Tuen the jour 
J's fret daty isto record the facts; and hi 
recon, if, 39 it may please hitm, 
int miske such comments thereon as he 
may deem wholeso:ne for the good of the 
public.

From the Loadon Free Press, 

It is known to our readers that last August 
sn agreement was made among the refiners 
of Canada to close their works till December, 
in order thet the surplus stocks of burning 
oil might be consumed, and the trade placed 
‘on & more healthy basis. Concurrent with 


wurchased large quatitities of 
refined oil for a tise in the market, Lut owing 
to tbe quantity held ty dealers io all parts 
of the Dominion, the operation did uot, we 
hhear, turn oat a very lucrative one. Tempt- 
ed by the rise in the price, several relinertos 
were constructed by new firms—two at Pe 
trolia, one at Wyoming, ove at Sarala, and 
one at Dunday during last fall, for the ex- 
press purposes of competing with the older 
houses. It appeared as it the public would 
again bevel by the renewed’ competition 
of the trade, on the termination of the 
leases in December. Bat this expectation 
will not be realised, for, if our information 
is correct, ® renewal of the “monopoly” 
has taken’ place, We understand that every 
io has been ayain leased 
system, and that the com 
biostion will maintain, if not advance, the 
present rates. The total capacity of ll 
the iefineries in the Province is about 
5,000 barrels per week, while the consump- 
tion fs mot more than from 1,600 to, 1,800 
barrels per week, taking the average of the 
year, Rather than commence new era of 
eckleas and ruinous competition, the refiners 
bbave agreed to sbare the-trade among them 
selves pro reteaccording to the capacity of 
each, and keep ‘up the price to 38 crate per 
gallon wholesale, A convention of all the 
fetinerieg in Canada will be beld ie London 
io. rats form re~ 
evel of ule socinaion “We shoei cos: 
tion the trade tot to advance the price to « 
figure which will be deemed excessive, else 
the consumption of oil will be greatly check. 
ed, to the inconvenience of the publi? aud ibe 
loss of the trade. It will bem ‘poor policy if 
the combiaation, rejoicing in « monopoly, 
should run the business into the ground by 
‘an unreasonable advance in price. Petrol 
‘as anillaminator, has becomo almost a neces. 
sity, and as such should be furnisied as 
cheaply as. air profit will allow. But the 
public cannot expect aretarn to the low retes 
of last spring, when refined oll, under compe- 
tition, was sold for 18c. per gallon, ‘The Gov. 
ernment excise amounts nearly to Ge, per gal- 
lon, and the refineries will never cousent to 
tactitices involving loss and ruin to shem- 
selves, Crude oll has advanced, aud we learn 
that the price will bereafter be’ quoted at $1 
per barrel ; chemical have also advanced, 
and everything, therefore, poinis to firm 
warket,

‘Tue Torouto Freeman wakes an indignant 


protest against a rumoured intention of the 
Ontario Government to make a change in the 
existing law relating to the eolemnization of 
marnage. Our contemporary bas bees 
alarmed, because be has been informed that 
it ia intended to render all marriage contracts 
invalid, wales preeeded Ly proclamation of 
banns, of the payment of the marriage 
license fee. Now the proclamation of banns 
in purely az institution of church discipline, 
and mas, aga consequence, be dispensed by 
the chureh authorities imposiog them. In 
this sense, it would seem pretty clear thas 
if the State consents to recognise the religious 
ceremony as a valid marriage in the eye, of 
the civil lam, it eam have mo right to 
Hetate the forms which aball pre- 
code or form part of the marriage 
Fite, So loog as the religious marriage, ac- 
cording to any recognised form of Christian 
ordinances, is s marriage before the law of 
the country, nobody will pretend that the 
Scate can havea right to dictate as to the 
manner or form of the marriage ceremony, 
and, therefore, we quite agree with th 
Freeman hat in @ country which repudiates 
“semblance of connectin between 
it le quite out of 

place for the Legislature to interfere with the 
<emanner ia which the churches may see fit 

tw otder the periormance of the oflice. 

Bat there is another side to the question. 
Tt has, if we mistake not, been hinted al 
ready, that marriages without license, and 
without previous proclamation of Lanne, are 
of doatefal legality im the present 
state of the law, and certainly nothing could 
well be conceived ax more detrimental to the 
prospects of fature social harmony than a 
flaw like tits, which a few generations hence 
may invol¥e consequences of the utmost 
magnitude in the dieposition of property. If 
it is trae that the present law is loose in thie 
respect, it cannot, we think, be to soon 
remedied; and in mpite of our objection to 
ex post facto legislation, we do not hesitate 
to say that we should rejoice—if it is trae 
the marriages we fave mentioned are of 
doubefal legality—that the law should be at 
once interpreted by the Legislature in asense 
which would leave no further doubts coc- 
cerning them. 

The Freeman to have overlookel 
that the marnage [contract is fraught with 
many conse! ‘of vital import to civil 
society, apart altogether {rom considerations

| Me LATE OUTRAGE IN INDIANA. 





‘To account for the long list of horrors and 
| outrages committed in the United States, ot 
which the midnight muner of the alleged 
express Foblers, two of whom were recently 
extradited from Canada, is the latest and 
most horrible, we must look beyond the 
passions of lawless men, and enquire what 
| caanes their lawlessness, and lets it loose upon 
society. ‘There can be no doubt that these 
evils arise from want cf confidence in the ad- 
ministration ot the laws, for the myment « 
people begin to feel that any other than strict 
Justice fs to be meted out by the comte dispo- 
n is begotten totake itsexecution iat their 
own hands, When crime stalked abroad in 
the streets of San Francisco, and the consti- 
tuted authorities were found utterly inade- 
‘quate to protect the, lives and property ot the 
citizens, or to punish the gallty, a vigilance 
‘committee was formed tor thse purposes; and 
although we cannot but deplore that such a 
necessity should exist in any civilized com 
munity, there was some justification in the 
fact that no ordinary legal machinery was 
competent tocontrol the mass of seoundrelism 
which flocked to the new Eldorado from all 
parts of the world. Bat in the older States, 
no such excuse can be given, There, 
If the officers of tho law were 
honest and pure, they havo at thelr 
command sufficient force, to execute justice 
with firmness and impartiality. ‘That they 
do not do to is reconted in almost overy 
‘American paper we take up. Whena jarycan 
bring ina verdict of insanity, and at the same 
time declare that the prisoner was sane the 
‘moment before,and the moment after, commit, 
ting murder, as they did in the Cole-Hiscock 
case, there can be but ove conclusion, and 
that is, that such a trial is ovlya grim farce. 
And this case fs only @ specimen of the 
failures ot jastice which are constantly beicg 
mnacted in the courts of our neighbours, 
whenever the persons charged with crime are 
possessed of wealth, however Ill-gotten, 
of of a prominent position in the co ity 
in which they are tried. Knowing this to be 
the caso bold and reckless men Land together, 
probably at the outset only to prevent justice 
being robbed of her due; and restrained by 
no forms of law, and excited by the very 
Cesperation of the acts which they contem- 
plate, they are carried on until in their frenay 
they commit deeds from which they them- 
selves in their cooler moments would shrink 
with detestation and horror. There can be 
no other intelligible reason given for such 
bloody outrages ax that perpetrated by £0 
large a body of men in Indiana, than that they 
had lost all confidence in the adqinistration ot 
Justice by the courts, and therefore adopted the 
terrible exyedient of taking the law into 
thelr on bands ; and acting as a lawless mob 
it was not in their nature as such to stop 
short of the terrible and unreasoning excerscs| 
which they committed, and in perpetrating 
them with the ease they did, it is not at all 
improbable that they had confederates inside 
the of the jail. When the corrup- 
fion of the foantains of jastice lead to such 
horrors the New York World may well say, 
in conclading an article upon this subject, 
“cleanse yout courts of corruption.” In Ca- 
nada, we trust, the purity of the courte will 
‘ever give assurance that justice will be vin- 
dicatdd in a strictly judicial manner, and 
without the Interference of « Vigilance Com- 
mittees,’ of other equally lawless organiza

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


Last night about halipest cleven o'clock 
‘an slarm of fire was sounded, and Sandy Hill 
indicated as ite locality. This was ascertained 
to bea false alarm, but not until the fire com- 
panies with thelt engines bad been running in 
all directions to discover where they were 
wanted. In the act of doing this, so intense 
‘was the cold that the engines became frozen. 
Unable to find a fire the several companies 
retamed to their quarters, bet notwithstand- 
tng that they had good fires In the engine 
houses, some of the engines had not time to 
thaw before a fire was discovered in exrnest, 
‘The bells again rounded, and a fire was seen 
to burt out-of Easton's store bouss at the 
Canal Basin. This was sbout halt-past 12 
o'clock. 

‘The engiues were not supplied with water in 
to prevent the fire spreading to the 
































adjacent store houses, and as they wereall old 
wooden buildings it was not likely that they 
‘could be saved, still the firemen fought man- 





cumstances.
